This is due to the fact that the 
i fix«l of maintenance i* nearly in propor- 
tion to weight, hence the food that would 
merely maintain a nearly matured steer, 
or say one weighing 1 ,40u pound*, would 
tx* more than enough to make two 
ponnd- of growth if f d td calve* weigh- 
ing IKK I pounds; in fact it would feed 
two such calves, and make a pound of 
go iwth on each. 

Uur cheapest tiwf is made on pa-ture 
feed, and only hy pasture feed use is it 
j* 'ssihlt* to sell Ixx-f except at a ruinous 
loss. Formation of g<.(*l pastures is the 
most direct road to the cheapest beef, 
and pastun s should therefore receive the 
lir-t and most thoughtful attention of 
feeder*. 

The west will have to consider feeding 
animals more with reference to tln-ir in- 
fill* nee on tin* fertility of the farm and 
less with reference to direct profit than 
has lu-eii h ''tofore the case.— J. \V.
